“to call one at its meeting next Wed- 
neaday. 

Marion Allen, manager of the Roose- 
velt campaign in Georgia; A. B. Lov- 
ett, of Savannah, chairman of the 
state advisory committee; and Frank 
Scarlett, of Brunswick, called on Mr. 
Roosevelt here this afternoon. 

“We sought to talk about the pri- 


mary,” Allen eaid, “but the Presi- 
dent was more interested in the dis- 
tressing conditions resulting from the 
tornado.” 

President Satisfied. 

Adding that the President seemed 
‘thoroughly satisfied with political 
conditions in Georgia,” Allen said: 

“We are eatriestly requesting the 
state executive committee to call a 
state preferential primary, in order 
that the people of Georgia might have 
a chance to vote for their choice. 

“Unless the committee provides for 
a preferential primary in seccordance 
with custom or adopts a resolution in- 
structing delegation for Roosevelt we 
will take steps to let the people of 
Georgia indicate their choice.”

Total to $98,000 


Seeking Entire Family Contributions and Requiring $550,- 
000 for Vital Work, Society Reveals Comprehensive 
Plans for Gainesville Rehabilitation. 


With cash contributiens totaling; 
$98,000, and an additional relief fund 
of approximately $10,000 already 
pledged, officials of the Atlanta Ked 
Cross last night pointed out many 
more imperative reasons why Geor- 
gians should dig deeper in_ their 
pockets to aid the homeless and suf- 
fering. 

About $25,000 of the cash on hand 
came pouring into the relief coffers 
yesterday as word came that $550,000 
will be needed by the Red Cross for 
the rehabilitation of small homes and 
businesses and the care of orphans in 
the tornado area, and as many indus- 
tries pledged Themselves to 100 per 
cent donations. 

Moreton M. Rolleston, relief drive 
chairman, said yesterday that. thou- 
sands of Red Cross stickers with the 
statement, “Every member of this 
family has joined,” are on hand for 
firms and families having subscrip- 
tions from every member. 

Many 100 Per Cent. 

“We arranged for the stickers when 
it became known yesterday that so 
many firms have subscribed 100 per 
cent,” he said. “With the property 
loss estimated at $10,000,000 and 


with so much needed for immediate 
rehabilitation, we think we can only 
raise sufficient funds by campaigning 
on the ‘every member’ basié.” 

Julian Boehm, head of the service 
department, stated he had received a 
telegram from Stone Crane, field di- 
rector for Georgia of the Red Cross, 
saying the Red Cross would be re- 
quired to raise $550,000 to rebuild 
small homes, set up oné-man busi- 
nesses and to take care of orphans.

White Will Outline His 
Control Plan at Next 
Meeting on April 20. 


Establishment of a drivers’ license | ‘ 


for operators of motor-driven. vehicles 
within the city limits of Atlanta and 
inelusion of all machines operated on 


Atlanta streets will be proposed at the/. 


next meeting of city council, April 20, 
it Was announced yesterday by Coun- 
cilman John A. White, chairman of 
a joint council-citizens’ committee 


studying local traffic problems. 

Decision to submit the measure at 
the next session of council was made 
yesterday at a meeting of the safety 
ordinance committee of the commis- 
sion, which White heads, and on which 
are Councilman Howard Haire and 
G. K. Selden. 

Designed for Safety. 

The ordinance is designed to re- 
duce traffic accidents, curb Atlanta's 
high death rate as a result of vehicu- 
lar accidents, and to make the streets 
and highways safer for drivers and 
pedestrians. 

White will ask that the measure 
be received by council and that it be 
referred back to his committee for a 
public hearing, and yesterday invited 
all persons interested to appear before 
his group for discussion of the pro- 
posal, 

If made applicable in its present 
form, all persons who use city #treets 
habitually, whether they are residents 
of the city or not, would be required 
to obtain the license, The ordinance 
would control the entire metropolitan 
district. White pointed out that the 
ordinance will be legal as a safety 
measure and that the municipality has 
complete. authority to enforce it 
through its power to regulate its 


streets. 
Major Provisions. 

Major provisions of the proposal 
follow: 

1. It shall become effective on Jan- 
uary 1, 1937, and a fbe of 50 cents 
a year shall be charged for the li- 
eense. The money collected shall not 
be used for any purpose except to de- 
fray the necessary expenses incident 
to enforcement of the ordinance, It 
is clearly set out that it is not a 
revenue-raising measure. 

Persons under 16 years of age 
will not be issued te egy but a tem- 
porary ermit may 
ng 16 for a period of three 
weeks in order that they may learn 
how to operate motor vehicles. The 
permit, however, will be issued only 
for driving while the rson is ac- 
companied by a licensed driver, who 
shall be responsible for any accident

Storm disaster throughout the south- 
east will be the chief topic of discus- 
sion today when heads of every fed- 
eral government agency, permanent 
and emergency, meet at the Henry 
Grady hotel for a full-day clinical dis- 
cussion of New Deal problems and 
results. 

Every head of every federal agency 
has been summoned to the meeting 
to thrash out governmental problems 
under the direction of the National 
Emergency Council, which is the gov- 
ernment’s co-ordinating agency. 

From 11 o’clock this morning 
through late afternoon, each executive 
will assist in the prime work of the 
National Emergency Council, which 
has been set up to see that all indi- 
vidual agencies work quickly and ef- 
fectively without any overlapping. 

Storm Aid Is Example. 

While the storm crises are spread 
through the south, the National Emer- 
gency Council must see that none of 
the departments is working at cross- 
purposes with another. 
ree phases of activities exist in 
these crises : 

First comes the problem of the des- 
titute, which is handled efficiently by 
the American Red Cross, with the 
aid of such agencies as the WPA, the 
CCO and other federal bureaus, which 
can furnish supplies and equipment 
for the suffering victims. 

Second comes the clean-up work in 
the stricken areas, such as the re- 
moval of debris and the cleaning of 
streets, so that immediate action may 
be started in the restoration of the 
communities to normal levels. 

Third comes the rehabilitation work, 
including loans and direct aid to mer- 
chants and homé owners in fhéir ef- 
forts to set up again the business 
houses and homes that have been de-; 
stroyed by the elements. 

Lyle T. Alverson, acting executive 
director of the National Emergency 
Council, is in Atlanta today to super- 
vise the meeting which will work out 
these critical problems in this area.

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THE CROAKERS’ INCONSISTENCY 
Testimony before the senate 
lobby investigating committee in 
Washington again reveals that the 
main contributors to the organiza- 
tions that have voiced the most 
critical attacks on the New Deal are 
among those who have profited the 
most from the Roosevelt policies. 
It is shown that the chief sup- 
port of such organizations as the 


Liberty League, the Crusaders and | 


the Sentinels of the Republic has 


come from a comparatively small 
group of industrial and financial 
leaders whose corporate interests 
have progressed under the recovery 
program from huge deficits during 
the first years of the depression to 
annual profits approximating those 
registered even in the boom years. 


The organizations through which | 


these leaders have voiced their op- 
position to the New Deal have spent 
many thousands of dollars in spread- 
ing the word that the country is 
headed for disaster because of the 
policies of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion. They have told the country 
that business is tied to the post, 
the return. of prosperity being re- 
tarded and that disaster, lurks in 
the future, vn | 

Yet the fact remains that the cor- 
porations headed by the group of 
industrialists revealed as the chief 
contributors to these organizations 
have shown larger increases in prof- 
its than any other industrial or 
business interests in the country. 
Not only have their profits climbed, 
but they have made proportionate- 
ly the largest gains in total reve- 
nues registered by any element of 
eur economic structure. 

Their benefits are even greater 
than those which have come to agri- 
culture and labor under the New 
Deal, but still this dissatisfied group 
continues to pine for the ‘“‘for-

If there is any one group in the 
country that has no real ground for

DEVEREAUX F. McCLATCHEY 

There will be widespread regret 
over the death of Major D. F. Mc- 
Clatchey, for many years an execu- 
tive of the Southern Bell Telephone 
Company, but best known for his 
service for more than a third of a 
century, first as secretary of the 
house of representatives and after- 
wards as secretary of the. senate. 

During this service Major Mc- 
Clatchey formed lasting friendships 


with political leaders in every coun- 
ty in the state. He served in both 
houses with efficiency and distinc- 
tion and upon his voluntary retire- 
ment six years ago the senate 
adopted resolutions expressing re- 
gret at his decision.

some years ago.

Seldom has there been recorded 
'so instantaneous and remarkable an 
answer to a cafl of distress as was 
registeréd when the stricken city 
of Gainesville sent out its first 
urgent appeal for doctors and nurses 
to care‘for its injured and dying.

Throughout the day and night 
and even into the next day these 
emissaries of hope and relief worked 
tirelessly and without rest until 
every service possible had been ren- 
dered to the victims of the raging 
winds. The record of these devoted 
men and women is a glowing trib- 
ute- to the devotion to humanity’s 
cause of the doctors and nurses of 
Georgia. 

No less striking was the service 
rendered by the Red Cross and

Also. he y boop far 
aster than the orator who has learnt 
the whole bag of tricks on standard 
lines. One could be _ interested in 
Herr Wagner as a pure performer, as 
yet another reminder of what a con- 
scientfous but dubious art traditional 
rhetoric is; Hitler was much more 
the man of native and unadorned im- 
pulse. Not that he remained mild 
and amenable for very long; soon 
after he had started he was roaring 
along in fine style and at a great 
rate. Reports from Munich say he 
spoke for one hour and 26 minut 
helped out, of course, by a good dea 
of sympathetic roaring from his hear- 
ers in Munich. But long before he 
reached the end of what appeared to 
be an infinite series of perorations 
one wireless set had been switched 
off and the rest so far as Munich 
was concerned, was silence. But the 
two performers had yielded a bonny 
contrast in eruptions—and what a 
miracle is the wireless that makes 
such experiences | possible. 


Warriors at Work. 


Consultations between _ general 
staffs, which are being mentioned in 
connection with plans for the “in- 
terim” period before the suggested Eu- 
ropean congress or conference, have 
rather an ominous sound in our ears.

ly believe that we have no less than 
17. plans for the capture of Berlin 
pigeon-holed at the war office.’”

Thus, there is a live possibility that the lost battle of the franc, if 
properly handled, may lead to an international stabilization of currencies. 
This would do more to promote world business and maintain world peace 
than anything that has been done since the World War. 

Note—World worry over French devaluation has magnified the prob- 
able effects of it.. The reaction in the United States would probably be 
largely psychological, as our trade with France ié nothing for anyone to 


worry about.

To be sure, their courts are run by 
horiest men, and their counsel for the 
defense are restricted to the evidezice 
and are forbidden to employ bribery 
blackmail, physical intimidation, hys- 
teria, political influence or other fa- 
miliar blackjacks and jimmies which 
‘enlarge the professional kit of those 
American attorneys who dedicate 
themselves to the sacred rights of the 
criminal. . ; 

Moreover, their country is small and 
the native population, though dense, 
is stationary. So the Birtish police 
are 8 the problem of the restless 
millions who rattle around the United 
States in aimless wanderings, often 
changing identity as they go. 

All these things help the police and 
Scotland Yard and hamper the crim- 
inal, but probably the most important 
aids to law enforcement are the high 
character of judges and their pride, 
‘which is often pompous but rarely in- 
jurious t the interests of an innocent 
man.

The British have learned 
to regard crime and pun-

: evitable effect, and the 
intelligen€ people understand the fu- 
tility of trying to get away With any- 
thing. As a result the field of crime 
is left almost exclusively to a pa- 
thetic minority of dumb, frightened, 
incompetent first offenders who do 
their little s badly in the first 
place, label themselves with guilt and 
generally cave in the minute they are 
accused, exclaiming, “Yes, I did it. 
I have been. a fool,” or; “I shall not 
insult your intelligence by offering a 
denial. -I am frightfully sorry.” 

Such impulsive remarks are com- 
monplace evidence in the English 
courts, and are given full weight, un- 
less the lawyer for the defense wants 
to challenge the policeman’s honesty. 
This is a serious responsibility. Call 
an English cop a perjurer and you 
must go down the line with him, for 
he has the right to defend himself in 
a separate hearing. Charge him with 
beating up the prisoner to obtain the 
confession and again the burden 
proof is on you, for the British do not 
accept such reflections on their police 
as mere courtroom repartee to be 
laughed off by cop and counsel at the 
bar of the courthouse pub in the noon 
recess. They have a quaint earnest- 
ness about such matters, which is 
rather comic to anyone schooled in the 
ethics of the American coprts.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


HAVE SOME GRAPE JUICE BE- 
FORE MEALS, FATTY. 

The failure of many obese individ- 
uals to stick to a fair reduction diet 
long enough to accomplish anything 
ig due to three causes: 

1, The patient is not duly impress- 
ed with the seriousness of his condi- 
tion. He regards it as a mere de- 
fect in personal appearance er per- 
sonal comfort. He ought to know 
that simple nutritional obesity is a 
definite factor of diabetes, high blood 
pressure and arteriosclerosis, gradual 
heart muscle failure, and other dis- 
eases. 

2. The patient’s regimen fails to 
supply an optimal ration of vitamins, 


and one reason he gained excess flesh 
is that his ordinary diet has for years 
provided insufficient vitamins; when 
the diet is cut down in calories it is 
cut down in vitamins, too. Without 
adequate vitamins any one is bound 
to feel far from right, and when one 
does not feel at all well it is not easy 
to stick to a diet. 

3. The patient’s blood sugar level 
sometimes falls below the normal, and 
to resist the craving for food which 
manifests itself in such circumstances 
is to court actual danger. 

A pound a week is enough for any 
ordinary overweight individual to lose. 
A reduction regimen calculated to 
bring about a loss of not over a pound 
a week is likely to prove most success- 
ful and most healthful in the long 
run. The gréatest failures and the 
greatest tragedies occur when over- 
weight individuals attempt to reduce 
several pounds a week, 

A practice which has enabled many 
fat folk to stick to a reduction diet 
when they would certainly have broken 
training otherwise, is that of drink- 
ing a small glassful of grape juice 
about an hour before regular meal 
time, two or three times a day. Each 
ounce of grape juice yields approxi- 
mately the same number of calories 
as an ounce of fresh sweet milk— 
about 20 calories. The glucose (grape 
sugar) in the juice is quickly absorb- 

and serves to restore the blood 
sugar to its normal level. Patients 
find this seems to satisfy their crav- 
ing and they are content with little 
food, whereas when the blood sugar 
is too low there is a tendency to 
gorge beyond all reason. 

The sources of vitamins are given 
in a practical way in the booklet, 
“Building Vitality,” and ‘the special 
application of this knowledge to the 
reduction regimen is given in the 
booklet, “Design for Dwindling,” 
either of which will be mailed by Dr. 
Brady if you inclose 10 cents coin 
and stamped envelope bearing your 
address. 

One source of a good deal of super- 
fluous flesh is the habit of taking too 
much sugar in coffee, tea or with 
fruit or other food. Moderate excess 
weight may be controlled by merely 
substituting saccharin for sugar—a 
quarter-grain tablet of saccharin hav- 
ing the sweetening effect of a spoon- 
ful of sugar, and of course saccharin 
has no nutritive value, whereas a 
spoonful of sugar yields 30 or more 
calories. Any one use up to 5 
—- of saccharin daily with impu- 
nity. 7

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INTERRUPTION 


Mystery Envelopes 300 to 
500 Cases of Delay; Mu- 
tiny Report Hit. 


WASHINGTON, April 9. 

A searching inquiry to determine what 
has caused from 300 to 500 “interrup- 
tions” in the sailings of American 
ships was ordered today from within 
the Commerce Department. 

Joseph B. Weaver, chief of the 
department's bureau of navigation and 
steamboat inspection, who is conduct- 
ing the study, announced in a atate- 
ment that only an inquiry would show 
how serious the situation is. 

His statement was issued following 
two days of confusion in the Com- 
merce Department while his superiors, 
Secretary Roper and Assistant Secre- 
tary J. Munroe Johnson, at first de- 
clared they had no knowledge of the 
inquiry, and said it was being made 
without their orders. 

Accompanying reports that Weaver 
would resign were met by him with 
an emphatic declaration that he had 
not the slightest intention of so doing. 

Issues Statement. 

He was just as emphatic in hit- 
ting at reports that all or a majority 
of the “interruptions” he mentioned 
could be considered cases of insubordi- 
nation or mutiny. His statement fol- 
lows in full: 

“For approximately a year and a 
half there have been numerous inter- 
ruptions to the operation of American 
merchant vessels. These interruptions 
were primarily confined to the west 
coast, but recently have extended to 
the guif and the west coast ports 
and to the high seas. These interrup- 
tions to commerce have become 60 nu- 


merous and have interfered with the’ 


operation of our merchant marine to 
the extent that thorough survey of the 
situation seems desirable. 

“To this end steamship operators 
have been requested to furnish the 
bureau of navigation and steamship 
inspection full information in regard 
to each and every incident of this 
Character since January 1, 1935, of 
which they have a record. 

“These reports have been and are 
being received daily from the steam- 
ship companies, They as yet have not 
been analyzed, verified, classified, or 
accounted, but an estimate would in- 
dicate between 300 and 500 incidents 
already reported. 

To Study Reports. 

“Until such a time as the bureau 
has an opportunity to study the re- 
ports, verify the statements therein, 
and classify the incidents so reported, 
no intelligent announcement can be 
made as to the nature of these inter- 
ruptions to commerce and the eerious- 
ness of any underlying influence which 
may have effected the situation. 

“Delays in the sailing of vessels 
caused by difficulty with the person- 
nel obviously can be caused by many 
different conditions and it is unfair 
to assume that these interruptions are 
due to insubordination or any other 
articular cauee until the matter has 
een studied. For example, some in- 
cidents may be the fault of the opera- 
tors, the officers, conditions aboard 
the vessel, food served, the failure of 
either crew or operator to live up to 
agreements and numerous other causes. 
The statement that from 300 to 500 
definite cases of insubordination have 
been found is not true. 

“The secretary (Roper) has request- 
ed and there will be furnished to him, 
a complete analysis of the situation 
as soon as it is possible to have the 
same prepared,” 


CREW GOES ON STRIKE, 
SAILING DELAYED 

BOSTON, April 9.—(®)—A_ walk- 
out of 40 members of the deck and 
engine-room crew of the Eastern 
Steamship Lines’ steamer New York 
tonight caused the company to can- 
cel the steamer's sailing for New 
York on an Easter week-end cruise. 
More than 200 persons had booked 
passage for the trip. 

The company announced arrange- 
ments had been made for the trav- 
elers to proceed to New York by bus 
or train. lIine officials said they 
had no warning of the walkout as ne- 
gotiations’ for a new wage and work- 
ing agreement with the Eastern & 
Gulf Sailors’ Association and the Ma- 
rine Firemen & Water Tenders’ Union 
had been going forward smoothly.

Known as one of Georgia's most 
dynamic editors, his editorial page in 
the Citizen, his. weekly paper, was 
eagerly read, locally and throughout 
the south, and especially in Georgia 
newspaper offices. In addition, he had 
won several prizes offered through the 
Georgia Press Association for the best 
editorial page and for the best typo- 
appearance of the whole 


r. 

Mr. Shope was known primarily for 
his bluntness of expression in his edi- 
torials which at the same time were 
forceful. He hated sham and hy- 
pocricy. 

The life of Theron Shope, unob- 
trusive and self-immolating as it was, 
has been an interesting one. The 
mountains of Gilmer, surrounding his 
birthplace, were to him the hills of 
chance. Their strength entered into 
him and fostered that free-souled and 
determined utterance of conviction 
which dominated’ his actions and in- 
spired his writings. As a very young 
man he wandered away from them 
and his beacon light was the capital 
of his state. 

In the publishing house of James 
P. Harrison, uncle of another south- 
ern writer, Henry Sydnor Harri- 
son, he first felt the impulse to fol- 
low a journalistic career or, at least, 
one that would connect him with 
printing and publishing. . 

Succeeded Alone. 

But the ability to reach this goal 
came through his own efforts and the 
unique type of his own intellect. 
Neither textbooks nor college train- 
ing could have taught him to write 
the editorials which “starred the 
page” of the Dalton Citizen of a later 
day. His association with this notable 
newspaper came after the apprentice- 
ship he served tinder Mr. Harrison. 

Mr. Shope’s love of reading, his in- 
formation therefrom on the vital ques- 
tions of state and national affairs, 
gave impetus to a mind already at- 
tuned to a wide range of subjects, but 
his own heart and intellect directed 
his pen in his vigorous editorials. He, 
as head of a successful publishing 
house, always had a soft spot in his 
heart for the Citizen. To it he has 
given much of himself, and he has 
sponsored every measure for the ad- 
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vancement of his town and county.

Some of his most enduring friend- 
ships were with Robert Loveman and 
Will N. Harben, Dalton writers, and 
the late Frank T. Reyno the editor 
who proceded him on the Citizen and 
continued for some time to be a con- 
tributor to its columns. 

He was an indefatigable reader and 
was particularly fond of historical 
novels and biographies. He loved the 
mountains and outdoors, cared little 
for material things except as they add- 
ed. to happiness of his family. He 
was wedded to his work, scorning va- 
cations and caring little for social 
life. He wrote editorials as the spirit 
moved him and hewed to the line, 
never fearing to speak his opinions. 

His last editorial was -entitled 
“Laziness, a Great Evil.” “Henry Ford 
is right. If there is anything the mat- 
ter with this country it is pure lazi- 
ness,” he wrote. 

Mayor O. R. Hardin says of him: 
“Dalton has suffered a very great loss 
in the death of T. S. Shope. He was 
one of our most useful citizens, a 
writer of great force and vigor, and 
through the columns of the Dalton 
Citizen rendered a most valuable serv- 
ice to our city and state. We deeply 
regret his passing.” 

Slaton Deplores Death.

FRANCE’S GOLD SUPPLY 


SHOWS HEAVY LOSSES 


PARIS, April 9.—(P)—The week- 
ly statement of the Bank of France 
disclosed today that the third heavy 
run on France's gold supply within 12 
months had brought the bank’s gold 
losses to 18,717,000,000 francs ($1,- 
224,322,000) since a year ago. 

Gold withdrawals resulting from 
the weakness of the franc after Ger- 
many’s remilitarization of the Rhine- 
land drained 1,783,000,000 francs 
($117,478,000) from the bank in the 
two weeks ending April 3. 

The bank listed its gold reserve on 
that date as 63,917,000,000 francs 
($4,336,200,000). On March 29, 1935, 


before the two earlier financial crises, 
the bank’s gold reserve was 82,634,- 
000,000 francs (about $5,560,522,000).

The’ new law will enable individuals 
and. corporations to appeal directly to

_ Southern league baseball in Atlanta really began in 
the office of the Atlanta Constitution. 

The organization meeting was held there. And the first 
president of the first Southern league was Henry W. Grady, 
the greatest editorial force in the nation. 

The year was 1885. 

Jim Holliday, a grand gentleman, recalls the days when 
the great editor, whose name was a nationally known name 
and of whom it was said he literally loved a nation back to peace 
after the reconstruction days, was also a baseball writer. 

_ _ He was president of the league. He was a man who was 
in demand all over the nation. He liked baseball so well he 


never missed a game. 
And in addition to his editoriél duties he would re- 


dictated his stories. But Grady did—dictating them to 

the young Jim Holliday who was his private secretary. 

The Southern league has had a great history. 

Eighteen southern cities have been members of it. . Once it 
extended as far north as Evansville and as far south as Shreve- 
port. Yet in its later years it became the most stable of leagues 
and no league has been as strong in the minor league field as this 
one of Dixie. 

The line of presidents has been a strong one. And the 
present one—John D. Martin, has kept the faith and the league 


intact, 


THE OLD TIMERS. 

Memphis and New Orleans are the oldest of. the present 
members, having given almost a half century. Atlanta and 
Birmingham are next in years with 43. 

The league was inactive for five years since its organization. 
But since 1900 its organization has been intact. 

Four great left-handers graduated from the league 

in the old days—Nap Rucker, Mat Kilroy, Frank Hahn 

and Tom Ramsey. : : 

Two of the game’s greatest outfielders and hitters were 
graduates of Dixie—Joe Jackson and Tris Speaker. 

One of the greatest catchers—Jim Archer, came from this 
league. 
“T here have heen others—these are but a few of the greats. 

It’s quite a league—but the start was good with Henry 
Grady as president. ; 


MUCH EMBARRASSMENT.

NEW YORK, April 9.—(UP)—Dark-haired Lionel Levy, the friendly 
young architect. from Georga Tech who has “been in on” every million- 
dollar gate of the past decade, looked up tonight from the plans for

“This certainly is a far cry from architecture,” grinned the blue- 
aproned craftsman, who started out to be an electrical engineer and now 


is America’s ace “set-up” man, serving in that post for Mike Jacobs, 


the Garden, and, before that, the late Tex Rickard. 


“It’s more show business. 
Lionel, 33 years old, is the ma-, 
gician who transforms a_ baseball 
park overnight, into a compact, effi- 


cient outdoor fight arena. And there's |: 


a lot more to it than merely waving 
a wand and muttering some mys- 
terious abracadbra. 

The feat entails months of careful 
planning, precise clock-work execu- 
tion on the scene. Ten years ago, at 
23, Levy became pugilism’s pioneer 
in charting out a systematic set-up 
for a major outdoor contest—the 
$1,895,000 Dempsey-Tunney fight at 
Philadelphia. 

He was so successful taat he’s spe- 
cialized in it ever since, but he still 
does other architectural work in his 
studio high above Rifth avenue.

One of the great Indian museums 
of North America is the national mu- 
seum of Mexico City. It contains a 
vast number of objects left behind by 
Aztec, Maya and other tribes of Mex- 
ico. 

In the Hall of Monoliths are scores 
of stone statues and parts of statues. 
Many of the statues are images of 
snakes—an important Aztec god was 
most often given the form of a snake.

The largest stone statue is a figure 


the goddess of water.

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and was found in « cave near 


the Pyramid of the Sun, 28 miles from 
Mexico City. Judging by the statue, 
the lady was not very good-looking. 

Greatest of all objects in the na- 
tional museum ig the famous Aztec 
Calendar Stone. In outline, it looks 
like a millstone of huge size. From 
side to side, it measures 12 feet, and 
it is three feet thick. The weight is 
24 tons. Perhaps it was rolled from 
the quarry to the temple where it was 
found by the Spaniards. More likely 
it was pushed or dragged over log 
rollers. The Aztecs did not have beasts 
of burden or wagons, 

The Calendar Stone was found 
about the year 1650, a little distance 
under the ground, in the Plaza Mayor 
of Mexico City. In former times, the 
Aztecs had had a temple close to the 
spot. After being discovered, the stone 
was buried again—lest it should lead 
the natives to go back to their old 
religion. It lay out of sight for almost 
a century and a half longer, then was 
taken up and placed on the side of 
the Cathedral of Mexico City. In this 
position it stayed until 1885, when it 
was moved to the museum. 

All over the face of the great stone 
disk are carvings which were made 
by the Aztecs. At the center is the 
face of the Aztec sun-god. Above and 
below the face, and at the sides, are 
symbols of fire, water, earth and air.

Holy Thursday ceremonies were con- 
cluded in St. Peter’s tonight with the 
colorful rite of anointing the cen- 
tral altar stone with wine and water 
symbolizing the blood and water which 
came from Christ’s side as he hung 
on the cross. 


The traditional ceremony was con- 
ducted at sundown by Eugenio Cardi- 
nal Pacelli, papal secretary of state 
and high priest of St. Peter's. It 
was witnessed by hundreds of wor- 
shipers. 

Eight priests poured the liquids 
upon the altar from as many chalices, 
seven of crystal and one of gilded 
metal. Afterwards, they retired to 
the center of the nave for the bless- 
ings of relics connected with Christ’s 
passion and death. These were said 
to be portions of the cross, the holy 
veil of Veronica and the lance with 
+ ig the centurion pierced Christ's 
side. 

Earlier the priests who are the 
confessors in St. Peter’s made their 
own confessions to the cardinal rand 
penitentiary. each canon com- 
— — ——— at the tribunal 
of penitence, the penitentiary tapped 
him sharply on the head with a long 
wand commemorating the old-time 
penace, usually done in public. 

Sundown tonight was not accom- 
panied by the customary clamor of 
church bells. All were silent for the 
period of mourning for Christ’s pas- 
sion and death which will last until 
Saturday noon. 

Pope Pius and 18 cardinals attend- 
ed a mass this morning in the Sistine 
chapel. The pontiff sat behind a 
screen which concealed him from the 
congregation.

New 10-Year Plan Returned 
to Senate; to Replace 
Temporary Agency. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—(4)}— 
A 10-year program for government 


moved nearer enactment. today when 
the house passed the $410,000,000 
Norris-Rayburn bill and returned it 
to the senate for action on amend- 
ments. 

Despite opposition by some republi- 
cans, the bill was sent along by a 
voice vote. The program originally 
was for $1,000,000,000 but was pared 
down before passage in the senate at 
President Roosevelt's request. 

(The measure would set up a rural 
electrification administration—in place 
of the present temporary agency creat- 
ed by executive order—empowered to 
lend to states, municipalities, farm ¢o- 
operatives and others, including pri- 
vate power companies, for building of 
farm power lines and for wiring and 
other incidental installations. 

(For the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1937, $50,000,000 would au- 
thorized from the Reconstruction Cor- 
poration, and $40,000,000 for each of 
the next nine years from regular treas- 
ury funds. It would be required that 
the projects be self-liquidating with- 
in 25 years at not less than 3 per 
cent interest.) 

The chief attack came from Repre- 
sentatives Wadsworth, republican, 
New York, and Merritt, republican, 
Connecticut, both members of the In- 
terstate Commerce Committee, which 
handled the bill, although Represent- 
ative Rankin, democrat, Mississippi, 
led a fight to prohibit loans to pri- 
vate power companies. His amend- 
ment was defeated, 49 to 60

The Main Reason. : 


Others were just as big and just ae 
strong, but they couldn't hit a golf 
ball as far— | 

“As I said before,” he continued, 
“they don’t try to get as much atart- 
ing clubhead speed as I work for. You 
have only so much space in which to 
get that clubhead mov Most of 
the better golfers get ha way down 
before they attempt to get this gath- 
ering speed. Most of them hit more 
against the left side—which is the 
more orthodox method. 

“They delay getting the left hip out 
ofthe way just a little longer: Any 
extra distance I get comes from the 
faster start with hands and faster left 
hip on the down swing. Once that 
left hip is out of the way, hands, arms, 
shoulders and back, all work together 
to keep this spéed inqifasing on 
through the ball.” 

“The trouble with most average golf- 
ers,” Jinimy said, “ie this—their hands 
and bodies don’t work together. They 
don’t get back in position to get any 
clubhead speed. Balance is a b 
actor in my swing and it has to be 
a big factor in anyone's swing.’ The 
average golfer doesn’t turn enough ‘on 
the back swing. He doesn’t get far 
enough around to have any swinging 
force. Under these conditions the body 
ties up the hands. With the average 
golfer the clubhead is usually losin 
speed on its way to the ball thoongh 
the last are of the swing.” 


“You can see how it happens. If 
you only turn half enough, the body 
ls around too quickly, especially the 
right. side, where so much trouble 
comes from. . This is aleo one of the 
main causes of slicing. 

“ y power is released by turning 
and by balance.”

“The left hand and left arm lead 
the back swing. On the down swing 
I call on both hands. Golf is a two- 
handed game. The left hand and left 
arm must keep working. They are 
main factors in keeping control. But 
the stronger right hand does more 
work when it comes to the matter of 
speed ae the down swing. It 
shouldn’t be allowed to overpower the 
left,. but, it .shouldn’t. -be- checked -or 
held > back.”
